1 . Claims 1 -28 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Regarding 
claims 1-28, the prior art of record fails to teach of a software client operating on a 
second communication device to emulate simplex communication for communicating 
with a first communicating device. The closest reference, Vatt et al. (U. S. Patent No. 
5,543,785), teaches of a first communication network supporting a protocol for the 
transmission of simplex communications, a first communication controller and a second 
communication device, but fails to teach of a software client operating on a second 
communication device to emulate simplex communication for communicating with a first 
communicating device.
